The five depart- 
ments of the Cabinet would be, 
External Affairs, Financial, Social, 
Cultural and Publications. The 
formation of the Cabinet '\muld, 
probably eliminate,, the present 
objections to all meetings of the 
SEC being open, since l( would 
sepcratc legislative and executive 
functions of the body. 

The aims of the Cabinet -would 
be to malce possible a close ana- 
lysis of the complete extra-curri- 




cular scene for more active plan- 
ning, to eliminate wasteful expen- 
ditures by closer co-ordination, and 
to ensure that students activities 
run smoothly.

The means of accomplishing 
these goals .and of eliminating op- 
position., persisted in for ~ many 
years, has produced an individu^ 
and a society which are both 
strange and somewhat unappealing 
to us. To speak freely is to take il 
gravé risk in this cloak-and-dagger 
soclety.^^Critlcism of administra» 
Uvr details seems to be quite 
proper now; but there is no crlll* 
cism of the regime as such or of 
the fundamentals -of Communism. 
To disagree is to deyiate and dé* 
viation is ' unf orgiveable. Disagree* - 
ment is explained as class interest 
or lack of understanding, The ma* , 
chlncry of the Soviet state seemg" 
to be a very sensitive mechanisni 
which must be protected from any 
and all ill winds. It is a delicate 
organism with a digestion which 
is not to be trusted, and. the diet 
of .which must, therefore, be very 
carefully selected. 

The beauties, and advantages, if 
the.sy'stem niust be extolled con». 
tantly in many ways. A child, 
whose mother is probably worklnt;, 
jnay be sent to a nursery, and big 
education in Communism will 
begin soon afterwords. At the age 
of seven he may become a member 
of the Komsomols (Young Com- 
munists). If he is among the more 
advanced, he may some day achieve 
the cherished goal of membership 
in the^mmunist Party, an honour 
bcstoweîlïn-only about 3% of the 
people in the USSR. Whether or 
not he becomes à member, he will 
hear and see more about the Party 
and Communism than anything else

Sir: . . 

I would like to say a few words 
to the Christian, students who may 
have been disheartened by the 
articles Jn the Daily in the past 
few weeks labelling Christianity 
as a failure. - In some cases we 
must admit 'that: Christianity has 
failed. The groups of Christians 
that have - gathered in Christ's 
name have hot answered life's 
problems completely in the past, 
have not been able to break down 
the social barriers, nor tear down 
the .wall of prejudice erected bet- 
wè^ ^ MiÇhrlstian group and an- 
othSf^iS' Christians, wo must 
admit that we have not achieved 
the goal set by Christ when he 
told ^ his disciples "Love one; an- 
other as I have loved, you.". 

Has '. Christianity, failed com- 
pletely 7 - Should|wg^ap it' up 
and put it .ainffi^mu^^g; in- 
adequate 7. ReverHMjlj^iPfTbnes 
points ''out in his booklet entitled 
The- Bible and You,, one place 
where Christianity has succeeded. 
"The Christians with all their 
faults, are ihe most generous 
people in the world. "When di 
saster strikes '— " itohn,. famine, 
flood, disease, war ~ the Church 
is the first .to help. The Christian 
conscience; with sad exceptions, is 
sensitized foir such an emergency, 
whether it be a fire in Quebec 
or an earthquake in Japan, a flood 
in .Onlarjo or .a, famine in India, 



the Christian wants to help. Nci* 
ther distance nor race is an 
obstacle." • • ' 

It is time for housecleaning in 
Christianity. The unwanted ele- 
ments must go; the house must 
remain. . Up . to the present we 
have failed in many respects, and 
as Christians should recognize that 
fact, but (and it is an important 
but) we still have the ideal of 
Christ's teaching before us. This 
ideal can be realized with His 
help,:.for, .it has become j rcajity^ 
in ''individual 'cases. Th'é road is^ 
not an easy one. Christ's road 
was not a smooth highway, nor 
was his'.pross burdenless: 

Christ's mission seemed to haye 
been a failure immediately before 
his death. In the Upper Room, at 
the .'Last^ Supper, the disciplès 
quarreled among themselves over 
the place of honour. No disciple 
wis willing to humbly wash an- 
other's feet. What a sorry sight 
this must have been for the Masterl 
He must have wondered if those 
were. the fruits of His labour. But 
Christ did not fail The new 
Peter, John and Paul' after Cal- 
vary, are the proof of . Christ's 
success. It might be, that the Christ- 
ian Chtirch is- in thé. same state 
of potentiality now as were the 
disciples' before Calvary. Let ui 
have Faith.

In a recent lurvey of student governments in 
Canadunk, the most inlcresUn^ and progressive 
qritem ivas discovered at ttie University of NiHill . 
la Montrefew. Tiie Students Etliereal Commanders

ihe student body for their roles as voters In futur* 
life. 

\ The' first step in this process was an examination 
Of what politics really is in 'tho world at large. 
Politics is saying one thing and doing tho other, 
they discover, and so the policy of double meaning 
was adopted. Student politicians at NiHill, there* 
fore, present election platforms saying not what 
they do intend to do, but rather what they do not 
Intend, to c|o.

council, and thus all caii more fully participate in 
the administration of student affairs... I can only' 
promise, if elected, to do my utmost to represent 
the' interests of, our faculty^By inference voters' 
understand that Nanci^MUjopitends that students 
should not be in toiic^iih; thé workings of tho 
council, and should' not partfcipàté in the admin* 
istration of affairs, probably because it would take 
.too much unnecessary time, and prove inefficient. 
The voters of NiHill elected this candidate, and 



be has been dutifully following what has been 
•xpected .of him. ever since. - . 

-When candidate Milton promised to pull the 
weight for his very weighty faculty and to work in 
conjunction with the president of the undergrad- 
uate council, it meant of course that he preferred 
to work, independently as a free agent. In a similar 
manner, those who- voted for Marson who said 
"I propose to. keep each faculty well informed 
' about all SECT undertakings,' and also to draw to 
tho attention of the SECT members the ravious 
desires of those whom I lAlglit represent", knew 
that Marson was sincere in his desire to avod the 
SECT as he has been doing quite successfully since 
his election. 

Sometimes this political doubletalk is to difficult 
for potential leaders to fathom and they fall back 
into the' rarely, but at least one example occurred 
in the. most recent election. Candidate Nohet pro- 
mised open meetings and he 'forgot his stand by 
..actually coming out in favour of them this year. 
Thanks to the efficienTorganization of campaigns, 
and to the silent gcnllemens agreement, however, 
such exceptions are infrequent 

We heartily endorse this system of election to 
government The university sliould' educate its 
student body not only in.thé realms. of literature, 
humanities and sciences, but in the mueh^ore 
necessary field of local and world affairs.' The 
example of NiHill will yet be accepted by 'all Can'a' 
dunk. .
